President Truman is on trial, not before the court of 


impeachment as provided by the Constitution to remove 
presidents at the discretion of the U. S. Senate, but before 
the court of public opinion. 
He bas been turned against and condemned by the 


American electorate as probably no other chief executive 
in the annals of this country, hor once, his wicked temper 
and rash judgment have gone completely out of bounds. 
A tolerant public that condoned and overlooked obscene 
abuse scribbled on White House stationery bas risen in 
wrath over the same type of approach to the sensitive 
problems of world diplomacy. 
President Trum an has gone too far. His punishment

a m atter o f clays after his dismissal, is a unique rebuke* to 
the' President w ho discharged him .
